Washington, expressed the opinion that if 
it should be necessary for the World’s 
Fair to ask Congress for an additional ap- 
propriation, the request would be consid- 
ered in a most friendly manner. 

‘tl. was surprised at the unanimous in- 
terest and cordjality shown by. congrags- 
men, government officials and all to whom 


I-talked while in the Bast,” said President | ~ 


Francis. 

“We have not decided that ~we will ask 
Congress for more money. The question 
of additional appropriation for the Expo- 
sition will be taken up at a meeting of fhe 
executive committee Tuesday afternoon. 

‘‘The reason for asking more money must 
be plain to any thoughtful person. 

“The Exposition in St. Louis has ®& per 
cent greater space under roof than the 
one in Chicago in 1893. It has 100 per 

cent more ground space inclosed. 

“Labor now costs from 33 to 50 per cent 
more than it did in 1898. Materials are 


Imuch higher than in 1893. 


“Yet Chicago spent $22,000,000 before ner 
‘Fair opened. We can scarcely be expected 
to do ourselves justice on $15,000,000. 

“We did nof broach the subject of an ad- 
ditional appropriation to Faeant, Roose- 
velt, although we met him while In Wash- 
ington. He assured us of his interest in 
the success of the Exposition, and we 


thanked him for twice referring to the Ex- 
position in his message to Congress. 
“Everyone to whom we talked expressed 
the utmost codiality toward the Fair. We 
did not have to tell anyone how big it is 


ete to ‘ 
“If it should be necessary to ask for an 
additional appropriation, which is by no 
means certain, believe that the matter 
would be considered in a most friendly 
manner. 

‘‘We were asked concerning the ability 
of St. Louis to také care of the crowds, 
and assured everyone that St. Louis would 
be able to entertain 200,000 visitors a day 
without difficulty. 

‘We could not make the Republicans be- 
lieve we were in earnest when we asked 
for the national convntion. They eaid the 
Fair would distract the attention of the 
delegates from the political duties.

Cold weather pre- 
vails throughout 
the territory east of 
the Rocky mountains, except on the imme- 
diate gulf coast. Zero or lower is the rule 
in the lake region, in the lJpper Mississippi 
valley, the Missouri valley and the North- 
west. In the latter section, however, the 
temperature is beginning to moderate. 

The coldest weather reported is at 
White River, OUOnt., just across the border 
from Lake Superior. There the tempera- 
ture was #44 degrees below zero Monday 
morning. 

Mercury dropped to ‘one degree above zero 
in St. Louis Sunday, ‘this figure being reg- 
istered at 8 o'clock in the morning. Cold 
winds blew all Gay and the ice-covered 
walks and streets addéd to the unpleas- 
antness of walking about. Thousands of 
persons enjoyed the good skating at the 
parks, and sileighing was popular. Ate’ 
tendance at churches and theaters showed 
marked decrease, home and a warm fire 
side appealing strongly to the populace. 

Much suffering was’ reported among 
those who have no homes. The police 
stations, Salvation Army and - Provident 
Association cared for many cold and hun-

“INFORMATIONS” 


Perjury Convictions in Boodle Cases 
Were Secured After Arrests 
Made on This Plan. 


Circuit Attorney Folk today recelvod in- 


£ormation of the supreme court's opinion in 


reversing the case of State vs. William 
Bonner, which holds that an information 
issued by the circuit attorney's office must 


‘be verified by the affidavit of the prosecut- [ 


ing attorney or of some other person. 

This opinion brings into question the le- 
_gality of hundreds of arrests recently made 
_in St. Louis and suspends a system hither- 
to in operation in the circuit attorney's of- 
fice. Mr. Folk points to a former opinion 
of the supreme court in support of the pro- 
cedure of his office. 

Mr. Folk notified Judge McDonald of the 
criminal division of the circuit court, and 
proceedings. were stopped in all cases af- 
fected. Nihe cases were wiped off of the 
docket and the witnesses sent to the grand- 
jury room, there to give information upon 
which to base indictments to take the 
place of the invalid informations, 

The case against E. J. Arnold, charged 
with grand larceny. was 6ne of those af- 
fected. This case, which was called for 
Monday, will havé to go over to the next 
term. Eight larceny, burglary and assault 
cases were similarly treated. 

The decision of the court can be made to 
affect probably more cases and individuals 
than any decision handed down in many 
years. 

In St. Louls alone, fully 2000 cases have 
been tried on Informations filed by the cir- 
cult attorney, the prosecuting attorney, and 
their deputies, under their official oaths, 
and hundreds of persons thus tried have 


been convicted. 

Mr. Folk states that each of the convict- 
ed. persons may, under this decision, be re- 
leased, at Jeast temporarily, from the pen- 
itentiary or jail under a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 

The decision was handed down by Judge 
Gantt in the case of William Bonner, con- 
victed in Cole County on information filed 
hy Prosecuting Attorney Stone. The court 
held that informations must-be sworn to 
by prosecuting witnesses in the case. and 
that circuit attorneys or prosecuting attor- 
ney w:ould only swear to informations from 
persunal knowledge of the facts.

It will be 
cbhserved the information on its face dis- 
closes that it was made upon the official 
oath of the prosecuting attorney upon his 
information and belief, which the statutes 
expressly permit.’’

1971, after the law of 1901 went into effect. 

Judge Burgees of the Supreme Court held

“Tt is said that the motion in arrest 
should have been sustained because the 
information was not sufficient to require 
the defendant to be placed on trial. The 
arzument is that an tnformation is not 
based upon the knowledge, information and 
belief of the pr rosecuting attorney, nor up- 
on the knowledge, information and belief 
of any person, and that it is not support- 
ed by the affidavit of any person. But 
this contention is untenable. It was filed 
on Sept. 24, 1991, and since the adoption 
of the améndment to the constitution, 
which took effect Dec. 19, 1900. An informa- 
tion in a case of felony need not be under 
oath. but it is sufficient if presented by 
the attorney general, or the prosecuting at- 
torney of the proper county under his 
official oath.”

Carroll D. Wright Says Wages System 
Is Doomed to Give Way to 
Co-Operation. 


ONLY PERFECTLY FAIR METHOD 


Declares Employers Must Learn te 
Regard Their Employes as 
Their Partners. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Carroll D. Wright, 
president of Clark University and United 
States commissioner of labor, delivered an 
}address in which he expressed the belie! 
that the wages system would soon pass 
away, before a large crowd in Cooper 
Union, this city, last night. 

The predictions which he made that the 
time is rapidly approaching when work- 
men will receive a fairer share of the prof- 
its of his industry aroused much enthusi- 
asm. 

“Under the wages system as outlined by 
the late Francis Walker,’ said the speaker, 
“the wage worker receives in advance from 
capital the measure of his labor, this meas- 
ure being recouped by the returns for the 
product, the wage worker thus being paid 
for his services before the employer re- 
ceives any return for his co-operation with 
the laborer. 

“Under co-operation pure and simple the 
wage earner, who is the co-operator, must 
wait until the preduct. is secured, marketed 
and paid for. This is, perhaps, the real 
underlying reason why co-operation in its 
simple form, and, when applied to produc- 
tion, has not succeeded. 

“The employer,’ therefore, collects from 
the consumer the money to recoup his ad- 
vancementg on the costs of production. 


“The two parties to production are being 
placed on a more thorough business basis 
than of old. » Each is nning to under- 
stand’ the other, and; as this understandin 
e and eac 
is ready te meet the other on a fair and 
equal basis, the wages question will be re- 
never = some of ita irritating complica- 

“the employer must consider his employe 
an investor as well as an employe. for the 
workingman invests an he has and that is 
his labor of today. hat ts, he has a per- 
fect right to know why he cannot market 
his labor to the best possible advantage, 

We see in every progressive community 
that the demand of the workingman is no 
longer for a wage sufficient to enable him 
to keep body and soul together.

lete, died suddenly in Dawson last night. 
His death was probably due to heart d's- 
ease.
